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A synonymic list of burrower bugs of the Australian Region* 
(Heteroptera: Cydnidae)

Asstract. This synonymic list of the burrower bugs (Cydnidae) of the Australian 
Region includes 75 species in 18 genera. Geobia fallax Montrouzier, 1858, and Acatalectus 
binotatus WaLkrR, 1867 are treated as nomina dubia. Three species (Pangaeus scotti 
SianorET, 1882, P. douglasi Sicnoret, 1882, Cephalocteus melolonthoides ScuoprE, 1843) 
are regarded as erroneously recorded from the Australian Region. The following new 
combinations are proposed: Macroscytus dilatatus (SioNonET), Microporus gestroi (SiaNonRET), 
Microporus ovatulus (Daras), Microporus thoreyi (Signoret). Lectotypes are designated 
for Cydnus dilatatus Sicnoret, 1881, and for Cydnus piceus WEsrwoop, 1837. Macroscytus 
cheesmani Lis is emended to M. cheesmanae Las. 
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INTRODUCTION 


The representatives of the family Cydnidae, due to their specific way of life, are 
known under the popular name of “burrower bugs". 

Revisions of the family in the Western Hemisphere, as well as in the Oriental 
Region were already published (FROESCHNER, 1960; Lis, 1994 c, respectively); also 
a part of the African taxa was recently reviewed (Linnavuori, 1993). Unfortunately, 
the taxonomy of Cydnidae in the Australian Region has been neither summarized 
nor clarified up to date; some progress has been made only recently (Lis, 1992 a, 
1993 a, 1993 b, 1993 c, 1993 d, 1993 e, 1994 a, 1994 b, 1995). 

The present synonymic list will serve as a base for a revision of the family in the 
Australian Region (Lis, in prep.). The names of the countries or zoogeographically 
significant islands from which the type-specimen(s) come are given in square 
brackets; when no single primary type was selected and more than one country 
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(or island) were represented in the original syntype series, all the countries and/or 
islands are listed. 
The classification of the family follows Lis (1994 c).
